be, and are, among the Pagans, Turks, 
and remoteſt Herericks , ſaved by a way 
unknown to us. But that there are par- 
ticular Churches, called by the Word 
of God, and joyned unto bodies, is un- 
queſtionable, | 

Now that the way of Gathering and 
Ruling of chem,is in a determinate man- 


ner, unalterably ſer downe, either, in the 


heart of Man (which none can averre) or 
inthe holy Word,by God himſelf might 
be gathered thus. A Prince, demanding 
Obedience of his Subjects ; muft needs 
ſer downe poſitive Lawes unalterable, 
(but by himſelfe) and not leave ir,to their 
prudentiall way, where, when, and how 
to obey him : This is a cleare dictate of 
reaſon, which God never (but cxtraor- 
dinarily)contradifts. Thus Adam, Noah, 
Abraham, did before the written Scrip- 
ture,by traditions teach their Families : 
Not that every dne by Enthyſiaſme, 
was immediately taught of God, clſe

Moreover, the Author to the Hebrews 
doth expreſly teach, the faithfulneſſe of 
Chriſt as a Sonne, above Moſes a5 4 Ser- 
vant, in ſetting downe every particular, 
concerning the ordering of His Honſe_, 
which is, the Church, which no Earthly 
power can, or ought 10 change, wor ſilence 
the publiſhing of it : but obligeth every

be any holineſſe in them, it is for the 
Works fake, and fo but relative: The 
Sabbath'onely excepted, which being at 
firſt inftiruted in refation roChrift, ſhonld 
be holy, for it (elf fake, rhough'no body 
inthe World did keep it. 

Bur to fpeak more home, befides the 
Univerfall Church, diſperſed here on 
earth, God hath appointed, for the mu- 
_ 'ruall 'edification one of another, ſome 
particular Congregations, to joyne into 
bodies, which have right unto all the Or- 
dinances left by 'Chriſt & his Apoſtles, 
as is the receiving in, building up, the 
caſting out, which are ations not com- 
-petent to'the Univerſal, 'and therefore 
-may be called xp et 
- Ecannot fo readily aſſent to thoſe who 
ſay that two or three gathered together in- ' 
t0 a ſociety, make a Miniſteriall Church - 
For that, Mat. 18. ſpeaking of a Mini-

As in all ſenfitive bodies, theſe three 
faculties are required , to Attra&#, t0 
Nouriſh, and to Expel ; the ſame may be 
ſaid of every Congregation : It muſt 
have power within'ir ſelſe to admit, and 
receive in ; to nourth and murually cdi- 
fie thoſe within; and to expell or decline 
that which is noxious. 

Bur the grand ,2u2re will be, whence, 
it deriveth this power * For they of the 
See of Rome, lay claime to derive it {uc- 
ceflively, from Chriſt and his Apoſtles, 
and fo exclude (as Hereticks ) all thoſe 
that -nfurp the title of a true Church or 
true Miniſtery, without Succeſhon or 
Ordination from them.
